It was generally re- 
marked in military circles today that a 
few more rapid advances suck as that 
from rietsang to Yang Tsun would result 
in the Chinese government sending out a 
parieying party under a flag of truce. In 
gddition to the rapid and determined ad- 
yance of the international forces, the de- 
mand made upon China yesterday as indi- 
tated in these dispatches must impress 
the Chinese government that the time for 
parieying has passed. 
Must Now Comply Fully. 
The time has gone by for proscrastina- 
tion and diplomatic delays, and nothing 
bet a practical compliance with the de- 
mand made by the United States govern- 
ment of July 23d will satisfy the American 
people. Callthis demand an ultimatum, 
g note or a memorandum, or anything 
you please, it is none the less an ultima- 
fm, as Was practically admitted by 
fate department officials today. There 
tan be no misunderstanding the language 
Petthy prerident when he says, “We dé-"| 
' Mand the legations,” etc. Failure upon 
the part of China to comply with tha de- 
Mand; which is immediate and imperative, 
Wil, according to international usage, 
put an end to all negotiaiions and tempor- 
Wing, and render imperative the severance 
of friendiy relations between the two gov- 
‘@nments. Such a demand is practically 
‘ultimatum. The last cipher dispatch

exquisite viands, and honoring their pa- 
triotism with the notes of the Cuban 
hymn, played by bands of music prepared 
beforehand. We are very grateful to the 
sefioras Strows and Carey.” 
The writer goes on to mention having 
been present during a’ meeting when Mr. 
Higgins was presented to the audience, 
referring to this gentleman as one of the 
greatest benefactors to the Cuban cause, 
He also states that Mr. Higgins fitted out 
a company of 400 men at his own expense, 
and contributed $23,000 to the expense of 
this educational enterprise, etc. 

‘It is believed that we are here with 
full pockets and without knowing on 
what to spend our*money. Well, no, 
sir. At this time none of us has a real 
(five cents) and all are anxious for the 
end of the month to arrive so as to re- 
ceive the payment promised us. Not a 
few have recourse to Mr. Frye, wilo with 
unheard of amiability has advanced sums 
without due bills or interest. The money 
that we fetched with us has evaporated, 
especially among the teachers from the 
interior. who had to pay their way to 
the seaports and bear their expenses 
caused ‘by the delay of the transports. 


“A number of us left Cuba with- 
out areal. The rest have had to fee 
the employees op the steamers, at 
the hall where we lodge and at Ran- , 
dall where we take our meals, con- 
tribute to subscriptions, pay for 
books and washing, purchase cloth- 
ing and suitable shoes, pay 25 cents 
a box for cigars, etc. But what has 
tended most to our ruin is the poor

Aside from the military developments of 
the day, the diplomatic aspect of the cri- 
sis was made more clear by the’ publica- 
tion of the demand'’made by the United 
States on the imperial government of 
China and transmitted to Minister Wu 
last evening. The document is as follows: 
“We are availing ourselves: of the op- 
portunity offered by the imperial edict 
of the 5th of August allowing to the for- 
eign ministers free communication with 
their respective governments in cipher, 
and have sent a communication to Min- 
ister Conger, to which we await an an- 


swer.

Mr. Wu worked assiduously on the 
message during today, translating it first 
from English to Chinese, and then from 
Chinese into the cipher code of China. 
Owing to the gravity of the document, 
this work required scrupulous exactness 
and time, but it is probable that it is by 
this time on its way to the Chinese gov- 
ernment. The various foreign represen- 
tatives in the city showed keen interest 
in this latest move by the United States, 
and called at the state department fo in- 
quire concerning it. They were furnish- 
ed copies of the demand and in an in- 
forma] manner expressed their approval 
of what had been done. This action by 
the United States was taken solely on 
its own responsibility, without co“eult- 
ing other powers as to the advisability 
of the demand. 

Ths use of the word “demand” in the 
American note thoroughly indicates tne 
urgency of the message. In the technical 
parlance of diplomacy it: differs from ax 
ultimatum, which usually fixes a date, or 
sets a time within which there must be 
compliance, the lack of compliance dur- 
ing the stated time being ground for war. 
While a demand is less specific as to time 
of: compliance, it none the less asserts 4 
right which the government will enforce 
if. the right be not conceded. Owing to 
thé difficulties of communication with 
Pekin, it is expected that some days must 
elapse before an answer can be recéived, 
and there is a disposition to grant all 
reasonable time for this transmission,

When Mr. Bryan 
leaves here he will go to his home in 
Lincoln, where: he will remain during 
the balance of the month. Tomorrow Mr. 
Stevenson will proceed to Lake Minne- 
tonka with his family, where he will re-' 
main for some weeks.

Effort To Reconcile Brownlow and 


Evatis Factions Fails. 


Nashville, Tenn.,. August 9.—(Special.)—

made four “propositions, which the 
Brownlow men rejected, as follows: 

First, to settle the electoral ticket 
contest by giving the Hvans side electors 
from four districts. 

Second, to merge the state committees, 
the Evans candidates for governor and 
railroad commissioner to withdraw and 
Evans eectors to go on in four congres- 
sional districts. 

Third, McCall, .the Brownlow nominee 
for governor, and Tipton,. the Evans 
nominee for railroad commissioner, to 
withdraw, the Evans men to abandon 
their organization. 

Fourth, to have a new state conven- 
tion. 

All these propositions were rejected. 
The Brownlow. men made one counter 
proposition, to give Evans one elector at 
large and four district electors, with ten 
members of the campaign committee. 
This was rejected. The Evans commit- 
tee then decided to fight to a finish. R. 


S. Sharpe resigned the chairman- 
ship because he is postmaster at 
Chattannoga, and Ww. 8. Tipton 
was elected chairman, his place 


as nominee for railroad commissioner 
being filled by the nomination of D. M. 
Owens, of Athens. 

A challenge to Governor’ McMillin for 
a joint debate was issued and it was de- 
cided to open state headquarters here 
September Ist. 


POPULISTS HOLD TWO SESSIONS. 


Executive Committée Discusses the 
Withdrawal of Towne. 


Chicago, August 9.—The populist nation- 
al executive committee held two sessions 
here today, but contrary’ to expectations 
Senator Marion Butler, of North Carolina, 
the chairman of the national committee, 
was not present and no one seemed to 
know whether he would come to Chicago 
for the meeting. Harry Tracy, of Texas, 
was the only other member of the commit- 
tee who was not present. The committee 
discussed informally the withdrawal of 


Charles A. Towne, populist candidate for 


vice president, but the members did not

| “Marletta, Ga., August 9.—(Spectial.)~ 
The trial of Sam Robinson, charged with 
assaulting Mrs. Inzer, is set for tomor- 
row morning.

CITY 1S CLOTHED IN BLACK 


After the Absolution the Cortege Starts 
for the Pantheon = 


CASKET PLACED ON GUN CARRIAGE 


The Body of the Dead Monarch, 
Passing Through the Streets, 
Made Apparent the Love , 
of the - Italian 
People. 


Rome, August 9.—The train bearing the 
remains of the late king of Italy, which 
left Monza at 4:28 p. m,. yesterday, ac- 
companied by the duke of Aosta, the 
count of Turin and the duke of Oporto, 
arrived here at 6:30 a. m. today. Immedi- 
ately after that hour ten non-commission- 
ed officers of cuirassiers carried the cas- 
ket containing the body of King Humbert 
from the funeral] train to the large hall 
of the railroad station which had beey 
transformed into a chapel, hung with 
sable draperies with gold ornamentations. 
The first chaplain _ of the court, assisted 
by a number of priests, pronounced the 
absolution and the cortege started for the 
pantheon. The immense space surround- 
ing the ratiroad station was entirely fill- 
ed with people and as the casket wis 
borne into the open air a touching and 
imposing spectacle was witnessed. All 
those present remained bareheaded while 
the procession was in view. After the 
casket had been placed on a gun carriage 
King Victor Emmanuel III took his place 
at the head of the princes who followed 
the remains. 

The gun carriage. bearing the casket 
was drawn by six horses and was aur- 
rounded by the officers and functionaries 
of the civil and military houses of the 
roya] princes and of the late king and 
was immediately preceded by the late 
king’s first general ald de camp, Avoga- 
dro des Contes di Quinto, on horseback, 
bearing the sword of the late king. 

As the body of the dead monarch was 
borne along toward the pantheon many of 
those present in the crowded streets 
showed by their emotion the true worth 
at which he was held, for tears were 
streaming down their faces. 

When the head of the procession reach- 
ed the pantheon an enormous crowd oc- 
cupied every available space. 

The streets through which the’ proces- 
sion passed were draped with black and 
along the route poles were erected cover- 
ed with cypress branches and with strings 
of palms entwined with black bunting 
stretching across the streets. Innumer- 
able flags were displayed at half mast 
and the funeral decorations hanging 
from the windows were universal. 

During ‘the march of the procession 
severa] crushes occurred. Among those 
present in the crowd on the Via Deiser- 
penti twenty persons received slight 
wounds and thirty others were bruised. 

During the march many flowers were 
thrown from the windows on the passing 
casket, in 

The whole port of the pantheon 
where the processiop arrived at 9:15 a, m. 
formed a vertible flower bed of wreaths 
and flowers there deposited. 

Attempts were made to acclaim the new 
king, but such loyal exclamations and 
applause were represented, ag the solemn 
silence which prevalied along nearly the 
whole route more clearly expressed the 
profound grief of the people. 


fy When the casket reached the pantheon 


ten non-commissioned officers of cuirras- 
siors lifted it from the gun carriage and 
carried it into the church, where it was 
received by monsignor the count of Reg- 
gio, archbishop of Genoa, who was in his 
political robes and surrounded by the 
cathedra] functionaries. 

The casket was then raised to the top 
of a catafalque surmounted by the iron 
crown and on it was placed the helmet 
and sword of King Humbert. 

At that moment so ‘touching was the 
beautiful scene that the emotion of those 
present was plainly audible within the 
church. Tears dimmed many eyes and 
sobs could be heard throughout the hall. 

An hour before the arrival of the fu- 
neral procession Queen Helena, the dow- 
ager queen Margaret, former Queen Ma- 
ria Pia of Portugal, as well as some of 
the royal princes, reached the pantheon 
in carriages. 

The new king and the Italian princes on 
their arrival took up positions on the 
right side of the church. the queens and 
og gameaas atationing themselves on the 

ft. 


The royalties and their suites, the for- 
eign missions, the cabinet ministers, the 
members of parliament, the officers of 
state, the diplomatic corps, the army and 
navy officials and a few invited guests 
were the only persons allowed inside the 
church.

ON THE PEACHES 
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Major Ryals Says This Will Save Money 
to Growers.

HAS CONFERENCE ON MATTER 


He and General Egan Have a Con- 
ference. 


THINK THE PLAN IS A GOOD ONE 


Would Insure’ Shipment of Good 
Fruit and There Would Be 
Less Waste. 


Savannah, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)—It 
is probable that a new plan for hand- 
ling the peach crop may. grow out of a 
recent conference on the sub#ct between 
President John M. Egan, of the Central 
of Georgia railway, and Major G. M. 
Ryals, who is ohe of south Georgia’s 
most extensive fruit growers. 

Major Ryals has advocated the plan 
of prepaying the freight on peathes ship- 
ped to northern and western markets, 
and he believes if the railroads and the 
fruit growers can reach some agreement 
on this line, it will. result in great saving 
to both of them. . For instance, it fre- 
quently happens that a consignee at New 
York, Baltimore or, some other market 
will reject a car of peaches, claiming that 
the fruit has spoiled so as not to be fit 
for market. The consequente ig that 
the raflroad loses the freight on that 
car, and £0 makes the rate on peaches 
such as to overcome any loss that might 
occur from this source. 

If the growftrs can arrange with the 
railroads to pay the freight in advance 
this element of loss to the transportation 
lines will be done away with, and they 
can easily afford to make a cheaper rate 
on the fruit. Such a plan, Majcr Ryals 
says, would not only in that wuy be a 
benefit to the grower, but it would in- 
Bure the shipment always of a good 
quality of fruit, and there would be far 
less waste. 

President Egan is very much interested 
in the matter and when atked about it 
today said: 

“I‘told Major Ryals I would find op- 
portunity to bring his proposal tcfore the 
railroad managers before. the movement 
of the next crop.” 

Mr, Egan said he did not know how the 

growers fared generally during the peach 
season,*but he had heard from one com- 
pany that it had declared a profit, 
.. Lhe movement is now over. No more 
Georgia. peaches are going to northern 
and eastern markets. The total number 
of cars shipped from Georgia during the 
season was.1,971, of which 1,486 were han- 
dled by the Central. It is beleived that 
about 150 cars may be added to the total 
of the crop to include the peaches shipped 
by express or by local freight. The total 
number given was of refrigerator cars. 
Mr. Egan regards 10 cars a'fair estimate 
of the additional cars. 

It might be supposed that this is early 
in the game to be figuring on next year’s 
peach crop, yet itis being done. Mr. 
Egan says he has been told by experts 
that the indications point to a splendid 
yield next séason should no untoward 
conditions arise. Experts, he says, dé- 
clare that trees w evidence that they 
will produce peach 
base their statements upon observations 
they maka in the orchards, and it ts said 
they ican tell the probabilities for a 
season nearly a year distant. 

When asked how the raflroads were sat- 
isfied with the results of the peach season, 
Mr. Egan answered that they had want- 
ed more of the fruit. They expected the 
crop would be much larger and were 
disappointed.

“that he and his wife had demanded of 
Justice Goebel that the latter fulfill his 
promise in regard to a position and that 
if he did not, he intended to go with the 
defense and help them to break down the 
prosecution.”’

In one 
case, where a new schoolholse fs beiug 
built, the Carpenters’ Union decidca to 
make the concession that if the contractor 
employed union men they would work ten 
hours. They do this, they say, in the 
public interest, as this is a public building.

THREE HEAT DEATHS IN PHILADELPHIA 


School Teacher at Toledo, O., Becomes 
Suddenly Insane from Heat—One 
Death in New York. 


Chicago, August 9.—Hot weather re- 
cords for this city were broken today, 


}and will be broken again on Friday and 


again on Saturday and probably for sev- 
eral days after that. The local forecast- 
er will not hazard a guess after the next 
three days,. all of which, he .says,.will be 
of the same torrid nature as the last six 
days, and he has fears of the weather 
after the nex three days have gone. 

For twenty-five years, or since the 
weather bureau was established, there 
has been but one term of hot weather 
in which the mercury reached ninety for 
five consecutive days. The average 
maximum temperature for those five days 
was ninety-two.. There have now been 
six days on which the temperature has 
gone above ninety, and the average max- 
imum for the six days has been 93.5. 
Today was the hottest of the present spell, 
the mercury reaching % in the Audito- 
rium tower at 3 o’clock. On the street 
level, where brick walls. and sidewalks 
were given a chance to radiate, it was 
two degrees warmer than in the tower.

THEY JUMPED FROM THE TRAIN 


Farmer Turner and His Wife Killed. 
Had Never Ridden Before. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 9.—Washing- 
ton Turner, | a young farmer residing 
near Annfston, boarded the Southern rail- 
way train today at this place bound for 
McFall, twelve miles away, where he was 
reared. With him were his wife and 
baby. They had never ridden on a ruil: 
road train before and as the cars sped 
along at a fast rate of speed they watvch- 
ed anxiously for the approach of tieir 
destination. Half a mile from McFall the 
whistle blew and recognizing the where- 
abouts from the scenery, Turner and wife 
hurriedly left their seats and proceeding 
to the platform of the coach made a leap 
for the ground, the wife clutching her 
babe in her arms. As the train had not 
slackened its speed Turner was killéd al- 


most instantly and his wife so badly in- | 


jured that she died. The baby has a 
broken leg. 

The only explanation advanced for the 
conduct of the couple is that they were 
unacquainted with traveling on a train 
and fearing that it would not stop, jump- 
ed from it.

The 
resources of the company will be in 
round figures $1,000,000, The president 
of the company is Captain F. W. Wag- 
ener, one of the largest wholesale gro- 
cers in the south, and associated with 
him in the management of the affairs 
of the exposition is a board composed 
of representative business men of the 
cities of Charleston, Columbia apd Bal- 
timore. Three of the great railway 
systems of the south—the Southern, 
the Plant system and the Atlantic 
Coast Line—have indicated their prac- 
tical interest in the project by sub- 
scribing very liberally toward the stock 
of the exposition company. and assur- 
ances have been received from the 
commercial bodies of a number of the 
more enterprising cities of the coun- 
try of their thorough sympathy with 
the undertaking. 
The main buildings of the exposition 
will be the textile, agricultural, ma- 
chinery and electricity, minerals and 
forestry, commerce and liberal art, 
transportation, woman’s, educational 
and negro, and such other buildings as 
may be found necessary to make the 
exposition fully representative of the 
varied interests and great resources of 
the Uniteg States and of the commer- 
cial strength of the countries with 
which the United States have trade re- 
lations. | 

Mr. Bradford L. Gilbert, a well-

Will Never Reach Pekin. 


The reason given why the allied 
army may never have occasion to reach 
Pekin is explained by local Chinese 
politics. 

One who knows these conditions 
thoroughly. says: 

The desecration of Pekin, the Sacred 
City, which is certain to follow its cap- 
ture, will mean the ruin of the Manchu 
dynasty. Hated as it is by the Chinese 
people, with the savage resentment of 
the conquered for the conqueror, the loss 
of prestige following on its humiliation 
by the foreign powers will mean a new 
revolution by the Chinese people that will 
never end until the Manchus have been 
driven from power, and the Chinamen 
themselves have regained thelr ancient 
throne and freed their native country 
from the alien oppressor. No man 
knows this better than Minister Wu, for 
though he is loyal to the crown, he is by 
birth a Chinaman, and knows how his 
kin hate the Manchu race, and particu- 
larly the present dynasty. 

A full understanding of the animosi- 
ty between these rival races will go 
a long way toward explaining the in- 
cidents of the last few weeks.

Session Here Was a Great Success 
and Much Good to the Order Is 
Expected To Result.

‘The grand lodge of Georgia of the An- 
cfent Order of United Workmen opened 
fts second day’s session at » o’clock yes- 
terday morning and adjourned at 1 
o'clock, to meet in Birmingham, Ala., 
the second Wednesday in August, 1902. 

A number of amendments to the grand 
lodge constitution, the majority of which 
were rendered necessary in order to 
make the grand lodge code harmonize 
with the legislation enacted by the su- 
preme lodge since the last biennial ses- 
sion of the grand lodge of Georgia, were 
taken up, together with the report: of 
the committee on law recommending 
their adoption, and all but one were 
adopted. The exception was one pro- 
viding that members of another grand 
jurisdiction, eveti though more than 
forty-five years, should be eligible to 
membership in this jurisdiction by trans-. 
fer card, this having heretofore been 
prohibited. The motion to adopt the 
amendment being defeated the law re- 
mains unchanged and members from 
other jurisdictions residing within the 
verritorial boundaries of the grand lodge 
of Georgia cannot be accepted as mem- 
bers by card if they are more than 
forty-five years of age. 

The grand master and grand recorder 
were empowered to employ as many 
deputies as could be utilized with profit 
to the order in this jurisdiction. 

The following recommendations of the 
committee on the good of the order were 
adopted: 

‘First, That any lodge making a net 
increase of 5 per cent in membership 
between August 1, 1900, and May 31, 1901, 
will receive a cash prize of $50, provided 
said increase be not less than ten. 

‘Second, That any lodge that shal! 
within the same period make a nét gain 
in membership of 50 per cent will re- 
ceive a cash prize of $100, provided said 
increase be not less than twenty.” 

A unanimous Voie of thanks was ten- 
dered Supreme Recorder Sackett for his 
presence, wholesome advice and timely 
suggestions. 

Thanks were also voted the daily press 
and citizens of Atlanta for the many 
courtesies and attentions to the dele- 
gates while in this city.

“The French  legation 
though haif destroyed by 
only affords shelter to the members 
French legation, who are all in good 
health, but also to the members of the 
Austrian legation, who sought refuge 
there after the complete destruction of 
their own building. The French legation 
building is surroundsd by boxers. 

Herr Buelow does not mention the Bel- 
gians; but it is supposed that as they 
took refuge in the Austrian legation, they 
are now in the French legation. 

The number of volunteers from the 
army reserves who have signified their 
willingness to go to China is said to be 
120,000. From this number ft is understood 
that a corps not exceeding 20,000 will be 
formed. A portion of the corps wil] leave 
within a fortnight or as soon as the cab- 
inet meeting called for tomorrow shall 
have given the consent to the project. 

Lieutenant General Becher, in The 
Lokal Anzeiger, declares that the allied 
forces thus far in China are not sufficient 
to capture and hold Pekin in the present 
cireumstarces, taking into account the 
climate, the condition of the roads and 
the inundation.

Count Von Waldersee Discusses His 
Appointment. : 

Berlin, August 9.—Fiel4d Marshal Count 
von Waldersee, recently appointed to the 
supreme command of the German forces 
in China, end looked upor in some quar- 
ters as likely to be chosen as commander- 
in-chief of the internationa] troops, was 
interviewed this évening by the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press, shortly 
after his arrival in Berlin. 

“My appointment,” said General von 
Waldersee, “fs due entirely to the initia- 
tive of Emperor William. I shall start 
for China, going probably by way of San 
Francisco in a short time. I am fully 
aware of the at difficulties I shall have 
to meet fn na, and of the extreme dell- 
cacy of my position there; but I can only 
say that I shall do my best to prove my- 
self worthy of the honor. and of the con- 
fidence placed in me by the _ kaiser. 
Countess von Waldersee will accompany 
me to the United States.” 

It is understood that Emferor William, 
scme weeks ago, broached the subject of 
the chief in command to Count von Wal- 
dersee personally, basing his proposal 
upon the conditions that all the other 
powers should acquiesce in the appoint- 
ment.

schoolmate, Charles H. Hoyt, from 
the Hartford Retreat for the Insane at 
Hartford, Conn., George H. Dickinson 
has returned to Atlanta. 

Mr. Hoyt was under lock and key for 
about five days. He is now at his home 
in Charlestown, N. H. A guardian has 
been appointed for his interests because 
of his physical disabilities. Frank Mc- 
Kee, the business partner of Mr. Hoyt, 
has expressed himself as satisfied with 
the appointment, and the matter is be- 
lieved by the friends of all concerned to 
be at an end. 

The story of how Mr. Hoyt was taken 
to the retreat for the insane at Hart- 
ford makes an interesting story as told 
by Mr. Dickinson. Many of the facts in 
connection with the affair have never yet 
been published. Mr. Dickinson, as is well 
known, has been absent from Atlanta for 
more than a week, engaged in the bus- 
tness of securing the release of hia friend. 
In telling the story it should be stated 
that the wealth of Mr. Hoyt is estimated 
at about $175,000, and almost all of this is 
invested in securities upon which he 
could realize on short notice. It is also 
well known to the friends of Mr. Hoyt 
that he is a very .nervous and eccentric 
man, having been so from his youth. 
He was deeply affected by the efforts 
of Mr. Dickinson and his other friends 
to secure his release, and was equally 
as affected by the reception given him 
by the people of Charlestown upon his 
return to his home. There was an enthu- 
siastic demonstration in that city upon 
the night of his return. Mr. Hoyt, Mr. 
Dickinson and the remainder of the par- 
ty were met at the depot by 2,000 citizens, 
who escorted them to the beautiful Hoyt 
residence without demonstration. 

That night, however, flreworks were 
discharged and the city was in the hands 
of the celebrators. John W. Mitchell, 
the former private secretary of Mr. Hoyt, 
and who had been largely instrumental 
in placing him in the asylum, was burned 
in effiigy in Charlestown. He had left 
the place several hours before the re- 
turn of Mr. Hoyt. 

Mr. Dickinson was seen at his office 


yesterday. 

“I went to Hartford,” said he, “after 
reading in one of the New York papers 
the statement made by Mr. Hodyt to the 
probate judge immediately before he was 
committed to the retreat for the insane. 
Upon arriving in Hartford I consulted 
attorneyS and the friends of Mr. Hoyt 
there, and we agreed upon a plan, which 
proved successful and which kept the 
judge in-a good humor. 


‘ FTER aiding in securing the re- 


asked me for God’s saké to get him out 
of jail. He told me all about the case, 
including the manner in whtich he had 
been enticed into the asylum. It makes 
quite a remarkable story. 

“Mr. Hoyt had in his employ Charles 
Goodman, a valet.

Mitchell, the cousin of Miss Caroline 
Miskel, the second wife of Mr. Hoyt. 

“It seems that Mitchell went before the 
judge of the probate court with two 
county physicians and had him sign two 
blank commitments for Mr: Hoyt to the 
insane asylum at Concord. One was to be 
used in case Mr. Hoyt became violent. 
This was entirely gratuitous, and there 
was the additional feature of the pro- 
bate judge signing the commitment in 
blank and before Mr. Hoyt had been ad- 
judged insane. It was entirely irregu- 
lar. 

“Mr. Hoyt consulted Dr. Charles Loo- 
mis Dana, and that physician said noth- 
ing to him to indicate that he was men- 
tally unbalanced. Then Dr. Grame Ham- 
mond, a young physician, talked with 
Mr. Hoyt and induced him to sign an ap- 
plication for admission into the Hartford 
Retreat for the Insane. 

“Mr. Hoyt was told that he could either 
go to the retreat or be put in the Con- 
cord asylum. He was told that he would 
be at Hiberty to come and go as he 
pleased at the Hartford retreat. He 
agreed to pay $150 per week for the at- 
tention he would receive there. 

“He was taken before the probate 
judge and was committed. It was not un- 
til then that he became aware that he 
was to be locked up, and he made a 
speech to the court. I am told by those 
who heard it that it was a very fine talk. 
He was then locked up in one of the cot- 
tages, but he could hear the moaning and 
screams of the insane. It was enough to 
have made him crazy, and I really be- 
lieve he would have been insane within 
six months. 

“After he had been committed a rep- 
resentative of Howe & Hummel, a law 
firm, went before Probate Judge Free- 
man, of Sullivan county, at Hartford, and 
asked for the appointment of Frank Mc- 
Kee, the business partner of Mr. Hoyt, 
as the guardian of the supposed crazy 
man. The appointment, however, was 
never made. 

“In the meantime we arrived in Hart- 
ford with a delegation of very prominent 
men from Charlestown, including the 
head of the local government. I have al- 
ready mentioned the fact that we had 
agreed upon a plan that would not cause 
the judge to become angry, and at the 
same time would restore Mr. Hoyt his 


liberty. 

“Upon our application Mr. 
committed to the eare of 
Young, whom we all Knew 
rust. 

“About 2,000 persons met us at the de- 
pot when we arrived in Charlestown and 
accompanied us to the residence of Mr. 
Hoyt. He made a speech to the crowd. 
That night there was a demonstration 
and Mitchell was hanged in effigagy. 

“Mr. Hoyt applied for a guardian for 
his wealth, because of his physical disa- 
bilities, and Judge Tenney, of Claremont, 
N. H., appointed James O. Lyford, of 
Concord, as the guardian. Mr. Lyford 
has known Mr. Hoyt all his life, and 
served in the legislature with him. The 
wealth of Mr. Hoyt will be perfectly safe 
in his hands. 

“Mr. McKee, tn several newspaper in- 
terviews, expressed himself as perfectly 
satisfied with the appointment, and we 
therefore hope the entire matter is at an 
end. The release of Mr. Hoyt was se- 
cured in about sixty hours, and after he 
had been in the Hartford retreat a few 
hours more than five days.”

Major barker Commands Guard of One 
Hundred Picked Men, 
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MRS, INZER 0 BE I ‘coun 


She Will See the Negro for tke First 
Time This Morning—How the 
Prisoner Will Be Taken 
from Atlanta to 
Marietta. 


Guarded by 100 picked military men, 
Sam Robinson, the negro who is believed 
to be the agsallant of Mrs. George Inzer, 
will be taken to Marietta this morning 
for trial. 

The exact hour when the special train 
will leave hag been kept as near a secret 
as possible. An engine and a coach have 
been enguged, and on this train, which 
witli go threugh without a stop, Robinson 
will be carried to Marictta, the picked 
men occupying the coach with him and 
the sheriff. 

While there has been no open demor- 
strations which might be taken as an 
evidence of trouble at Marietta, the 
sheriff deemed it best to take all the 
necessary precautions. Major Barker 
will have command of the squad. 

Mrs. Inzer, who is slowly regaining her 
strength, will be at Marietta when the 
special train arrives, and she will then for 
thé first time see the prisoner. She says 
she believes she will be able to ideutify 
the negro as soon as she sees him. So 
far, the criy way in which Robinson has 
been identified has been by the clothes he 
wore, which are said to tally with the 
description given by Mrs. Inzer. 

The negrc does not seem to feel any 
fright at being carried to Marietta. He 
sticks to the story he first told, in which 
he claims that he met a lady in a road, 
and that she screamed, because he looked 
up at her suddenly, and then ran away. 

On a Special Train. 

At some early hour this morning the 
sheriff's special train will take a side- 
track near Butler street, to be in easy 
reach of the prisoner when he is taken 
from the Tower. In the coach will be 
Major Barker and his 100 picked men, 
most of whom were in the famous old 
Second Georgia which went to war with 
Spain. 

As soon as the prisoner is safe on the 
coach thé engine will pull our with a 
clear right of way to Marietta, and the 
run will doubtless be made in remarkable 
fast time. 

When veen last night, Governor Candler 
declined to make any statement about the 
arrangeomeuts decided upon to transfer 
Robinson to Cobb county. 

Colonel] Park Woodward also declined 
to make any statement. 

About 9 o'clock the 100 picked military 
men were seen going toward the armory, 
and information was given to some of ifs 
police that the soldiers were assembling 
to form air escort for the negro charged 
with assaviting Mrs. Inzer at MclIver’s 
station last Monday afternoon, and from 
this information The Constitution learned 
of the plans by which the negro was to be 
taken to Marietta for trial. 

Will She Identify Him? 

If Mrs. Inzer identifies Robinson as the 
negro who assaulted her, he will be 
placed on trial at once by Judge Gober. 
If she does not, the negro will be brought 
back to Atlanta and probably released. 


Everything was reported as quiet at’ 


Marietta last night, and the citizens were 
positive there would be no mob law. But 
it is believed that many hundreds of peo< 
ple will go to Marietta from the sur- 
rounding country, especially from the 
locality where George Inzer resides. 
Trouble may not be expected, but the 
possibility of any lynching will be guurd- 
ed against by the sheriff and his @ep-ties 
and Major Barker’s picked soldiers.

The supreme court of the state, after 
gompleting the longest term in its his- 
tory, adjourned yesterday morning to 
meet again on October Ist, when the Oc- 
tober term dockets will be taken up for 


oral argument. 

The last of the decisions on which the 

judges have been working through the 
“gummer were handed down yesterday af- 
ternoon, and among the number are sev- 
eral of interest locally. In all 961 cases 
have been considered at the March term, 
and had the court not worked in two di- 
visions for a majority of the time, the 
dockets would not have been completed. 
At the present time there are over 300 
eases docketed for the fail term of the 
court, which promises, if anything, to ex- 
ceed in extent the term just closed. 

The last order of the court issued yes- 
terday was one setting aside the judg- 
ment which had been rendered in the case 
ef the Fifth Baptist church of this city. 
There was a misunderstanding on one 

t of the case between.the justices, 
and it is understood: that the decision 
which was given out yesterday affirming 
the decision of the lower court was pre- 
mature. In view of this the following 
order was issued: 

‘Tt is ordered and adjudged that the 
judgment rendered in this case on the 
Sth instant be set aside, and that the 
case be held for further consideration.”’ 

The issue involved is the right of mem- 
bers of the church to sell the building to 
negroes. The lower court held that the 
church could be so disposed of, and the 
decision of the court of last resort which 
was set aside by the foregoing order, af- 
firmed the holding of the lower court, 

Cassin Case Decided. | 

In the case of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Company against Cassin et al, 
growing out of the decision of the city 
court of Atlanta, where damages were 
awarded to the heirs of Cassin against 
the telephone company, the supreme 
court reverses the lower judgment and 
holds that the heirs of the deceased can- 


not recover. 

* Cassin was injured by a falling tele- 
phone wire, and shortly thereafter he 
settled with the company rather than be- 
gin suit for damages. Subsequent to the 
settlement the injured man died of his 
burts, and proceedings were at once in- 
stituted by his heirs to recover for his 
death, Damages were awarded in the 
court below regardless of the settlement 
Cassin made prior to his death. 

A majority of the justices of the su- 
preme court hold that the court below 
erred in awarding damages, and the de- 
cision is therefore reversed. The case fs 
doubly of interest, however, for the rea- 
son that two justices, Cobb and Lewis, 
dissented from the opinion and sustained 
the court below. The two antagonistic 
positions taken by the court as are fol- 
lows: 

Simmons, C. J.—An action for the hom- 

icide of a husband or father, alleged to 

have been occasioned by a physical in- 
jury, is not maintainable when it ap- 
pears that he, while in life, voluntarily 
settled with the wrongdoer therefor, and 
discharged the latter from all liability 
for the damages resulting therefrom. 
Judgment reversed. The other justices’ 
concur, except 

Cobb and Lewis, J. J., dissenting.—1. 

That a husband or father who, in conse- 
qMience of the negligence of a telephone 
company, received personal injuries 
fom which he died, had, while in life, 
received from the company full compensa- 
tion for the tort to himself, does not de- 
feat the statutory right of his widow, or 

nh, to bring an action against the 
fompany for the homicide. 
2iIn the trial of such an action the 
aintif is entitled to recover the full 
value of the life of the deceased, irre- 
tive of any amount which may have 
paid to him by the company.

Oo. P. M. Holliday, of Derning, 
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John W. Huger, of this city, who went 
to France to-attend the Paris exposition 
and the unveiling of the Lafayette mon- 
ument as the representative of the gov- 
ernor of Georgia, has returned after an 
absence of over two months. The offi- 
'efal capacity in which Mr, Huger attend- 
ed the two everts of world-wide im- 
portance was accorded him in recogni- 
tion of the close friendly relation that 
existed between his great grandfather 
and the Marquis de LaFayette, growing 
out of g¢he now famous episode in which 
the young Huger of three generations 
back rescued the friend of America from 


an Austrian prison. 

In speaking of the Paris exposition, 
John W. Huger made the rather startling 
announcement that the great undertaking 
was likely to turn out a financial fail- 
ure in spite of the Interest taken in it by 
the people of Europe and, in fact, of the 
world. 

“With my limited stay in Paris,” said 
Mr. Huger, “I had little opportunity of 
finding out the true financial basis of 
the exposition, and therefore on my own 
account I could say that the greatest suc- 
cess was not being realized. I gathered 
from the newspapers of Paris, however, 
that the exposition is likely to be a fall- 
ure financially and my information com- 
ing from this source should be correct. 
There has been great disappointment at 
the small-attendance from England, and 
this is put down as one of the chief causes 
of the poor outlook. It wag expected 
that the public of London and of Eng- 
land, just across the channel from 
France. would flock over by the thou- 
sands to the exposition, but it is reported 
that comparatively few Englishmen have 
made the trip. 

‘The crowd from the United States has 
been by no means as large as was ex- 
pected. I was reliably informed on the 
steamer returning from Europe that the 
travel across from this country had not 
been as heavy by fifteen per cent as it 
was last year. You remember, it was 
doubted by the transportation authorities 
before the exposition opened whether the 
vessels plying the Atlantic would be guffi- 
cient to take care of the passengers, but 
I was given to understand that no trou- 
ble of this kind had been experienced. 

“The American exhibit is undoubtedly 
a fine one, especially the art display, 
which came out so well in the distribution 
of prizes. The building in which the 
bulk of the display is seen is not an 
impressive one, however, and is in fact 
one of the poorest on the ground. The 
American display is to be seen at per- 
haps thirty-seven different places in the 
exposition. 

“The unvelling of the Lafayette monu- 
ment, presented by this government, was 
an imposing sight. The ceremony. inci- 
dent thereto occurred on the Fourth of 
July, while the Washington exercises toOak 
place on the day before. Minister Por- 
ter delivered an address, as did also Mrs. 
Daniel Manning. The address of Bish- 
op Ireland on that occasion was one of 
the ablest I ever hear.” 


Senior Manuel <Azgpiroz, Mexican am-

ALDERMEN WERE IN SESSION. 


Disposed of Papers That Came from 
Last Council Meeting—A 
Lively Tilt. 

At the session of the aldermanic board 
yesterday afternoon many petitions pre- 
sented and passed by- council were con- 
curred in, among them being the one al- 
lowing the Rapid Transit Street Railway

One of the property Owmrers on Edge- 
wood avenue appeared before the board 
and asked to be allowed to make a state- 
ment. He explained to the members that 
his houses along that thoroughfare had 
been vacant since the grading, whereas 
they had been occupied before. He urged 
the members to concur in the action of 
council.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Weekly Cotton 
Letter. 


New York, August 7.—From the beginning 
of July the conditions have been favorable for 
a continuous improvement in the condition of 
the crop and while this {mprovement has natur- 
ally been more marked in some sections than 
in others, the crop outlook at the present time 
is decidedly better than it was at that time. 
We have had in the latter part of July and the 
beginning of August those rains in the south- 
west which have in the past made a large 
yield of cotton. Each section of the cotton 
belt appears to have received during this pe- 
riod such weather as was needed to bring about 
a material recovery from the low condition 
reported by the government as existing on 
that date. Even in Mississippi, where the out- 
look is not as good as in the other states, it 
is admitted that there has been an improve- 
ment during this period. The belHef in this 
change/in the condition of the crop caused 
a@ gradual decline until yesterday, and today 
we have had a sharp rally from the lowest 
point based upon an idea that the government 
report to be issued on the !/Oth instant might 
not show as decided an improvement as that 
conveyed in private advices, and that, there- 
fore, it was prudent to anticipate a disappoint- 
ment in the bureau report. 

At this time last season the question of the 
increase in the consumption was one of vital 
importance to the ade and the demand for 
cotton goods at p table rates was greater 
than the mills in this country could: supply. 
Each stockholder was aware of the profit 
existing between the raw material and the 
finished article. This was especially true of 
the southern mills, where the stockholders are 
in close touch with the management of their 
property. Such a condition led to large buy- 
ing of cotton by the stockholders, who ar- 
gued that as their mill was making large 
profits that other mills could afford to pay 
a substantial advance for their raw material. 
This year the question is not one of increased 
consumption, but how far the troubles in the 
distant east will curtail the demand for cottcn 
goods and decrease the consumption of the 
raw material. Unless, therefore, some sudden 
disaster should overtake the crop. we can 
hardly expect a revival of that speculation 
which played so prominent a part in making the 
price last autumn. A disaster in the past has 
only come from a severe drought and then the 
rains have ceased in the early pari of July: 
we appear now to have passed that point of 
danger over the area devoted to cotton. 

The question of an early frost. is the other 
factor which would curtail the yiel4. Some 
danger exists of hot winds causing shedding, 
but they occur, to a-more or less extent, each 
year in the various sections. 

After the failure of last season it is natural 
for the trade to look for some factor which 
will curtail the yield this season and with a 
small existing supply a very nervous feeling 
exists ig the minds of merchants who are un- 
willing Mas yet, to offer forward shipments to 
Europe on the basis of present values. They 
consider the situation is not sufficiently clea’ 
for them to offer cotton until it begins to move 
to market, and until the disposition of the 
spinners at home and abroa is tested bv 
these offerings we must expect a market which 
will quickly recover from ~weak periods, as 
few have as yet any confidence in a lare® 
yield for the coming season.

Under a will whereby property 
was bequeathed and vevised to a named per- 
son as trustee for daughters of the testator, 
with direction that it ‘‘shall be held in trust 
for them, my said daughters, for life, respec- 
tively, and at their deaths shall pess to and 
become the absolute property of their children 
respectively,’’ the legal title passed to the 
trustee as to the life-estate only, and the re- 
mainders thus created were legal, and not trust 
remainders.
